MONEY AND STOCKS. 

New York, April 6.—Money is tighter than 
ever to-day at 7 per cent., with extra commis- 
sions varying from 1-16 to K of 1 per cent. 
The receipts of currency here are much less 
than the shipments, which latter have to-day 
been renewed on a moderate scale to New 
England, to the interior of this State, and to 
the West. The demand is principally for the 
small denominations of legal tenders, which 
the banks have the greatest difficulty in ob- 
taining. 

The city banks are extremely poor, and a mod- 
erate demand on them compels the calling 
in of loans. Commercial paper is without 
settled rates. Gold has been maintained by 
its scarcity and the demonstration of the 
Federal Government towards Spain, with ref- 
erence to Cuban affairs. These are caught up 
and greatly exaggerated by the bulls. The 
administration of the Treasury Department 
is unsatisfactory to financial circles and serves 
by causing apprehension to strengthen 
gold. Government bonds have experienced a 
very marked decline, partly from the same 
causes which strengthened gold. Besides the 
monetary press ure has forced marginal hold- 
ers to sell. It is understood also that the 
county banks are forwarding for sale consid- 
erable amounts. The market closed at a 
slight advance from the early decline. State

The exact meaning of the bill 
might have been fixed by a half dozen 
words if Senators and Representatives had 
chosen to fix it or if the President had 
chosen that they should fix it. But it was 
purposely left uncertain, doubtful, ambigu- 
ous, so that Senators, Representatives, 
President, and Attorney General might 
render it according to their respective 
likings. It was a deliberate trick, swindle, 


present trouble or dissension, trustiag 
that events and circumstances might 
make all easy for them in the future. 
If Grant had had any more nerve than

Moreover the President, even though back- 
ed notonly by his law-officer but by his 
whole Cabinet, will never, unless a very 
widely different state of things from that 
which now exists shall arise, venture to 
confront the Senate upon the subject of the 
operation of the law which that body has 
succeeded in creating. He is subjugated. 
And so he will remain. 


A Vile Appeintment. 

The appointment of Ashley, of Ohio, as 
Governor of the Territory of Montana, is a 
disgraceful act. This Ashley is the Ashley 
who made himself so infamously conspicu- 


case. Mostof our readers no doubt re- 
member that developments, showing the 
utter vileness and villainy of his character, 
were madeat that time. He showed that 
there was no depth of dishonor or of crime 
to which he would not unhesitatingly de- 
scend for the accomplishment of corrupt 
purposes.

This Ashley has been for some time es- 
pecially intent upon getting himself ap- 
pointed Governor of Montana, a Territory 
in which he has been sojourning for the 
last few months. He obtained, whilst, 
Mr. Lincoln was President, and whilst he 
himself was Chairman of the House Com- 
mittee on Territories, the appointment, as 
Surveyor General of the Territory of Col- 
orado, of a Mr. Case, a friend or accomplice 
of his, and wrote a couple of letters to him 
telling him, that the opportunity which 
his efficial position in Colorado would give 
him for land speculations, by prospecting 
and locating town sites and other choice 
lands, would enable them, Ashley and 
Case, to make this the richest office in the 
President's gift, and that he, Ashley, as 
Chairman of the Committee on Territo- 
ries, would have much to do with the Gov- 
ernment expenditures in that Territory, 
and that, for furnishing this rare and 
extraordinary opportunity, he asked only 
to be an equal partner with Case in all the 
resulting wealth. We have the authority 
of the Cincinnati Commercial, an old and
